Workmen’s Compensation for Eaton Employees 

1. Effective January 1, 1960, at no cost to the employee, all employees of retail stores 
come under the protection of the Manitoba Workmen’s Compensation Act. It is to 
be noted that Workmen’s Compensation applies only when the employee is injured 
by accident or occupational disease arising- out of and in the course of employment. 

2. Basic Examples: 

Hypothetical Case No. 1— 

An employee, while on the job has the misfortune to fall and break her wrist. If 
her salary is $40.00 per week she would receive Workmen’s Compensation at the 
rate of 75% of her regular weekly pay which would be $30.00 per week. 

Hypothetical Case No. 2— 

An employee injures his hand at work which necessitates loss of time from his job. 
His salary is $60.00 per week. He would receive Workmen’s Compensation at the 
rate of 75% of his weekly salary which would amount to $45.00 per week. 

3. It is important in all cases of injury that the employees concerned report to the 
Store or Mail Order Hospital immediately. 

Staff Relations Office will report all accidents to the Workmen’s Compensation 
Board and issue all Compensation payments.

In Hemeriam 


WILLIAM E. C. HURLBURT 

"There is no death ..." 

Bill Hurlburt passed away after a long illness on Sunday, January 3, at Deer Lodge 
Veterans’ Hospital, at the age of 74. Born in Toronto, he was of Maritime descent and very 
proud of that ancestry. Coming west as a young man, he travelled the prairie provinces 
as a commercial traveller. Enlisting in 1915, he served in the 1914-18 war with the Lord 
Strathcona Horse (Royal Canadian), and with the Machine Gun Squadron in Prance and 
Belgium. 

Mr. Hurlburt joined Eaton’s in Winnipeg in 1919 and worked on the Superintendent’s 
staff, Transfer and Cash before joining the City Advertising in 1927. “Contacts” magazine 
was begun in 1932 and in 1934 Bill became editor and did a remarkable job in that capacity 
for 18 years, retiring in 1952. He was a member (and for some time chairman) of the 
Safety Committee and of the Assistants’ Association; also for some years was active in 
engaging personnel and helping to marshal them in the big Santa Claus parades. 

Eaton’s theatrical circles, as well as drama clubs in his own and other communities, 
benefited from his ability to carry both character and lead roles, and such avocation was 
indeed one of Bill’s great pleasures. His remarkable work for Victory Loans—both in 
his special magazine issues and in taking part in Loan publicity and propaganda efforts, 
earned him well-deserved praise on many occasions. He also served in the Reserve Army 
during World War II. 

A life member of the Maritime Provinces Association, for many years after the Great 
War an active member and worker for Toe H; member and past president of the Valour 
Road Branch of the Canadian Legion, member and magazine editor of Canukeena Club, 
Bill yet found time always to be at the numerous Eatonians’ affairs every year. For many 
years, too, he was the popular Santa Claus at the hospitals’ children’s wards each Christ¬ 
mas morning; and until the last two seasons, had always appeared as Santa to his old 
friends when our Charitable Fund had its yearly party for Middlechurch Home residents 
—they will miss and mourn him deeply we know. 

Bill married the former Mildred (Billie) Jackson of the Merchandise Office staff, and 
to her and the two surviving sons, Graham and John, as well as others in his family group, 
we offer our deepest sympathy in the loss of this fine husband and father.
